•Within two or three weeks two mem- 


bers of Congress have finished their 
earthly caresr. General Miller, of Cali- 
fornia, has been removed from the Sen- 
ate bj death, and ex-Governor Hahn, of 
Louisiana, from the House. An exchange 
thinks their departure comes as a solemn 
reminder of the hollowness of worldly 
distinctions. Like other statesmen both 
c! them doubtless e«rn*st!j covete_d the 
honorable posts they attained, and, 
like hundreds of other statesmen of 
greaUr fame who haT» figured' before 
the pnblio during the century of oar 
national existence, thsy have vanished 
from the stage. It is an eihoitation to 
unselfish patriotism and lofty fidelity. 
Their late colleagues can well s&y: "W« 
must work the works of Him that sent 
as while it .is day. A night is coming 
whe» on* can work no more." Wash- 
ington, Adams, Jeffewon, Hamilton, 
Lincoln, Grant, and hundreds of others, 
thoagh dead, yet speak to their suc- 
cessors; and the recent decease of the 
two men above spoken of may well 
temper th» bitterness of party contro- 
Tersy, and lend *v*ry.,oue to judge his 
associates with fairness or lenity. 


Oar national capital, to the mere 


observer, seems to be becoming more 
and more Parisian in ^ayety, balls, 
parties and f«t«s, and subjects the legis- 
lator to constantly increasing tempta- 
tions, let God has been .giving hints 
•nongh during the present session of the 
«mptines*'of frivolity and the Talue of 
serious purposes. Congress convened 
indeed »nder the shadow of a national 
bereavement. 
The chair of the presid- 


ing officer of the Senate was vacant. 
Social revelry was ere long interrupted 
too by the double bereavement which 
the Secretary of State suffered; ami 
since then the wires ot .two members of 
Congress haw been smitten. Mrs. 
Hawley was a lady of high conscienti- 
ousness and refinement, whose smile 
had gladdened tbe g»y capital; and the 
other lady, though less known to fame, 
was doubtless the centre of a small cir- 
cle. Now that the Lenten hag brought 
a hnsb to the dissipations ol the capital, 
thousands can profitably muse on the 
lhadowy nature of hoaian bliss. Well 
for them and their countrymen if sober 
reflection shall lead to a stronger IOT« 
of country and humanity. 


The G*neral Land Office »t 'Washing- 


ton has issued a circular to Begisters 
and Receivers and Surveyors-General 
contaiBinginstmetionsmodifyingformer 
rulings in regard to the amount of as- 
sessment work on claims embracing 
more than cue location, and improve- 
ments required on application foipatent, 
where mor* than one location is includ- 
ed. It will be teen that an important 
distinction is made between the words 
"location" and "claim;" that a claim 
may include a number of locations, 
whil* assessment work applies to tn* 
claim as a whole. The important sec- 
tion is tha following: "Where an ap- 
plication for patent embraces several 
locations or claims held in common .con- 
stituting on* entir* claim, whether lode 
or placer, an expenditure of fl>* hun- 
dred dollars, under section 2,W5, B. 8., 
upon such entire claim embraced in the 
appho»tio2 will be sufficient and need 
not be shown upon each of the iooaiioliS 
included "therein." The Commissioner 
adds to the above: "You will observe 
carefully the modification of the practice 
and regulations as above indicated." 


The above item is going the rounds, 


and lias already caused som* misappre- 
hension. It means that many locations 
can be embraced in one Implication pro- 
vided the aggregate of all of them does 
not exceed 1,500x600 feet. Every full 
claim of 1,500x600 must constitute an 
application oMtself

It w«i 
then considered that all west ol a line 
crossing th* State north and south 
somewhere near Newton was a desert 
that never would be prodoctiv*. This 
theory was so strong in th* minds of 
those who shaped the State Government 
that they planted th* State capital and 
other State institution* bat a few milea 
from th* eastern boundary of the State. 
These gentlemen cannot now b* blamed 
fm ttiis, B* imj BOWS fully up to to* 
knowledg* that was then known of the 
possibilities of the plains. But since 
that time a revolution has been made, 
th* country lying west of the 200-mile 
limit has been proven to be the richest 
in the State, and within the last decade 
many thousands of acres have each year 
been reclaimed, until now thousands of 
hardy pioneers press the wen'.ern border 
of th* State. The fertility of the lands 
have attracted the notice of not only tha 
best farmers ol Eastern Kansas, bat all 
other States, even California, that land 
of wonderful production, are now send- 
ing into Western Kansas men skilled in 
raising choice fruits lor the markets of 
the world. They 
will here plant 


orchards and vineyards, and out of the 
depth of their knowUdge they will sup- 
ply the markets of Chicago and New 
York with aa fine fruit as can be raised 
in California. The truth is so plain that 
h» who runa may read, the western half 
of Kansas will, in th* near future, bo 
the richest and most productive portion 
of (he State, and will demand for this 
part of the commonwealth some of 
the facilities of State Government. 


The State. Capitol ia hundred of miles 


away, the institutions ar* nearly all lo- 
cated along the Mississippi border, and 
Western Kansas i» deprived of a lair 
representation both in the State and 
nation. The overbearing and presump- 
tuous mortals who represent th* eastern 
half of the Stat* In the Legislature have 
combined year after year to injure the 
west. 
This has been going on so long, 


without a hope of redress, that our peo- 
ple have become discouraged, and they 
ar* now in a mood to countenance, and 
even heartily support, any movement 
calculated to give (hem a State of their 
own in the western half of Kansas; a 
State in itself, a State to be called Wes - 
•rn Kansaa. This may grate extremely 
harsh on the ears of our brothers in the 
eastern part of the State, fcut when they 
stop to consider the laetn and all the 
circumstances, they will see how im- 
possible it will be to prevent it. 
Noth- 


ing can stop it but moving the State 
Capital wtst, apd that we regard as im- 
possible .

Not only men, but nations, States 


cities and towns have their upward 
start! and downward tendencies. They 
raise on the ascending seal* until the 
very ap*x ol prosperity is reached, and, 
when like Crctar, imagine there is noth- 
ing more to conquer, a footilip occurs 
and the descent is far more rapid than 
the ascension. With States, particu- 
larly such as California and Nevada, 
that were built np by the accidental 
discovery of precious metals, the cbang* 
from prosperity to comparative poverty 
is most marked.
